THE MIRACLES 
OF MAGNETISM 


VERYONE _ likes to 
E play with a magnet. 
The Greeks (who 
coined the very word, mag- 
net) dreamed of suspending 
an jron object in midair 
with no visible means of 
support. 


Dinocrates, an architect, 
designed a temple to the 
wife of Ptolemy I, in which 
he hoped to suspend her 
statue In space. His idea 
was to have — lodestones 
(pieces of magnetic ore) 
built into the roof. 


The Greeks found lodestone in 
Magnesia, a district of Mace~ 
donin, and so gave the nance 
“magnetism to the mysterious 
foree which the Chinese had 
been tinkering with since 27 
BC. 
Dinocrates’s temple was never 
bullt, But some people believe 
the Arabs succeeded with a 
similar project. There ts sald 
ty be a magnetic vault next to 
the Grand Mosque in Medina, 
Arabia, in which Mahomet $s 
suspended in a sleet coffin. 

In 1804, an Americnn — visilor 
claimed) he had succesd:d in 
getling Inside the vault and had 
actually passed his sword nround 
the floating coffin, It vibrated 
so much, he wrote, — that 
Mahomet almost turned In his 
ulry grave. 


“REPELLANT” TOYS 


Whether the voult exists or 
not, it is a theoretical possibilty 
1o suspend an article in midair 
by balancing the force of gravity 
against a repelling force.
